Joun J. ТАСОВ, Governor of the State of West: Virginia. 

Sir :—I have the honor to submit herewith the twelfth and thir- 
teenth annual reports of the working of the free schools of the State 
for the scholastic years ending the 31st of August, 1875 and 1876, re- 
spectively. 

The reports of the county superintendents to this office for the years 
covered by these reports, show a decided improvement upon the re- 
ports of previous years. The improvement is so marked that it is 
believed it will not be long before we may expect to see our free 
schools so systematized that future reports will approximate very 
nearly to correctness. Bat while these reports are much more full 
and complete than those of former years, yet most of them are still 
incorrect in several particulars, and a few, of them are still very im- 
perfect in many particulars. From two of the counties, Marshall and 
Roane, no reports have been received from the county superintend. 
‘ents at this office. I have therefore inserted in my report for this 


year the statistical and financial reports from these counties for last 
year.

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AMENDMENT OF THE SCHOOL LAW. 


I beg leave to call attention to the recommendations for the amend- 
ment of the school law, made in my last biennial report, and urge 
проп the Legislature the importance of amending the law on the 
subject-of the management of the finances for the Support of the 
schools. 

We distribute annually, on the first of September, from the State 
treasury, more than two hundred thousand dollars to the counties 
and school districts for the payment of teachers, one-half to be drawn 
on the 15th day of October, and the other half to be drawn on the 
15th day of January, by the sheriffs of the respective counties, who 
act ав the disbursing officers of the school moneys. 

Numerous complaints are made to me from many of the counties 
of the State, that the sheriffs fail to pay over this money to the teach- 
ers as their salaries fall due, but upon the contrary, that the sheriffs 
use the money so drawn for purposes of speculation, and for the pay- 
ment of their own debts. Indeed, I understand it has been a rule in 
the Auditor’s office ever since our free schools have had an existence, 
that if the shoritf of a county is in debt to the Siate on account of 
revenues due to the State when the general school fund becomes due, 
for the Auditor to withhold the payment of the school money until 
the sheriff's said indebtedness to the treasury is discharged. This is 
a grievous injury to the school teacher, and if the law now in exist- 
ence sanctions such a course, it certainly ought to be so amended as tc 
prohibit the sheriff from making any such use of the "money in the 
treasury due for school purposes. As the rule now is, if when the 
sheriff gets his orders from the county superintendent he is in debt 
to the State, he takes the money due to the school teachers and pays 
his own debts and forces the teacher to wait for his money until the 
sheriff can collect from the slow tax payers of his county an amount 
of money sufficient to replace the teachers’ money, which was collect- 
ed the year previous and placed in bank to the credit of the general 
school fund. Indeed, the way this fund is now managed, it is a re- 
serve fund of actual cash in bank upon which the sheriff can draw to 
pay any deficit in his accounts with the State, that does not execed 
the amount due to his county from the general school fund, and thus 
save his commission for prompt payment. This practice ought іо be 
prohibited by law, and the general school fund should be so “guarded 
as to be held sacred for the purposes for which it was intended. 

The law provides for a levy of twenty cents-on the one hundred 
dollars valuation for State charges, and ten cents for a general school 


— 
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fund; and it also provides, ав a part of the general school fund, a 
capitation tax of one dollar on each male resident over the age of 
twenty-one years. When these several classes of taxes are collected 
and paid into the treasury, they should be credited to the fund to 
which they respectively belong: and the accounts in the depositories 
should show what amount was on deposit belonging to each fund so 
that the interest accruing from the banks should go to the fund which 
produced it. As the general school fund is now, managed, the whole of 
the interest arising from deposits of school moneys, is credited to the 
State fund, and absorbed by it to the prejudice of the general school 
fund, while it is believed that most of the interest on deposits arises 
from the deposits of school moneys. There is no interest whatever 
paid by the banks on deposits that goes to the general school fund. 

Chapter 198 of the acts of 1872-3, should be so amended as not to 
require the sheriff to make a settlement with the court for school 
moneys on or before the first day of June in each year. The school 
year runs from the 1st day of September to the 31st day of the next 
August, во that а settlement on the first day of June cannot cover the 
transaetions of the fiscal school year, which ends on the 31st day of 
the succeeding August. It is impossible for the sheriff to make, on 
the first of June, a complete settlement for the fiscal school year, and 
since this settlement puts him to much trouble without producing 
any beneficial results, he ought not be required to make it. 

The school law, chap. 123, acts 1872-3, section 23, providés that 
* the school year shall commence on the first day of September, and 
close on the 31st day of August, inclusively, and all reports, accounts 
and settlements respecting the free schools of this State, shall be 
made with reference to the school year." Section 46 of the same 
chapter provides that the sheriff “shall on or before the first day of 
September of each year, settle with the board of education of each 
district and independent district." And by section 52 of the same 
chapter, it is provided that the sheriff “shall make annual settlements 
by districts, with the county court, at its next. term after the first of 
September of oach year, showing the amount of all moneys received 


and disbursed by him for the preceding year, for school and building 


purposes from the State fund, and from the district and independent 
district, and the amount due to each district; which settlement shall 
be made matter of record by the clerk of said court in a book to be 
kept for that purpose.” 

These two settlements provided for in the school law are right and 
proper, and are all the settlements that should be required; one with 
the boards of education of the districts at the end of the school year, 


80 that the board may know how it stands with the sheriff before it,

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makes its levy for the ensuing year, and the other with the county 
court after all the business of the year has been settled up, во that 
such settlement may be made a matter of' record in the clerk's office. 
The objection to the June settlement, in addition to what has been 
stated is, that some of the sheriffs claim that tho law requiring a set- 
tlement.with thé county court after the end of the school year, 18 in 
conflict with the law requiring the June séttlemént, and they refuse 
to make both settlements. Proper settlements with the sheriffs by 
the boards of education, and the county courts, at the end of each 
school year, are of vital importance to the school officers in making 
their financial reports; indeed, it is impossible for boards of education . 
and county superintendents to make ádcurate reports of the reccipts 
and disbursements of school moneys without these settlements. Large 
sunis of money collected off of the péoplé for school purposes, have re- 
mained unaccounted for from yéar to year, until the aggregate would, 
since our school system commencdd, now amount to one or two mil- 
lions of dollars. Ido not think the whole of this money, or the great- 
er part of it, his been wasted. But as it has not been accounted for, 
it is impossible to determine what disposition has been made of it. 
Our school taxes have, from the beginning of thé system been 
about the same as at present, the levy for the building fund has been 
for the last few years about one-third less than in former years. But 
the State levy has, from the commencement been ten cents on the one 
hundred dollars valuation of all property real and personal, and the 
State capitation tax also has always gone into the general school fund 
while the local tax for teachers’ fund has not Varied much from the be- 
ginning; yet the discrepancy in the amount accounted for to this office 
has been very great in different periods of the existence of our schools. 
In the last four years, covering the years ending respectively on 
the 31st of August, 1873, 1874, 1875 and 1876 the whole amount ac- 
counted for as disbursed in the aggregate in these four years, was 
two millions eight hundred and sixty-four thousand two hundred and 
thirty-two dollars and forty-six cénts ($2,864,232.46). For the four 
years from 1869 to 1872 inclusive, the wholé amount reported to this 
office ав disbursed was two millions onó hundred and forty-six thous- 
_and four hundred and eighty-thrée dollars and séventy-eight cents, 
($2,146,483.78). For the four years from 1865 ко 1868 inclusive, the 
whole amount reportéd disbürséd was, one million sixty-four thoüs- 
and seven dollars and eighty-two cents, (1,064,007.82). It will be 
seen that the average collections and disbursements for cath year re- 
ported to this office foi the first four years from 1865 to 1868 inclu- 
sive was $266,001.95. That the average from 1869 to 1872 inclusive, 
was $536,620.94, and tliat the average per year from 1863 to 1876 in- 
clusive, was, $716,058.11.

The expenditures for the last six years being in excess of the esti- 
mated annual receipts, may be accounted for by collections made from 
sheriffs on old debts due for years prior to the time included in the 


estimato. 


It is difficult to understand the cause of the great difference in the 
disbursements of school money in the two periods named, when we 
remember that the taxes levied in these two periods were exactly the 


same on valuations, also on capitations. 


Таш aware that there has been a considerable increase in the value 
of property subject to taxation; but this increase falls far short of ac- 
counting for the whole difference in the amounts disbursed in the two 


periods compared. 
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Qur whole financial system relating to schools is radically wrong. 
{t should be reorganized and placed on the same basis of the State 
financial system, both as to State and Jocal levies, and collections. 

When State taxes are levied, the county and district assessors re- 
port to the State Auditor, the exact amount levied in each county; 
and he charges the amount to the sheriff of each county, which stands 
as a debt against the sheriff until he pays the whole amount in cash, 
after deducting delinquencies and commissions, this applies also to 
the State school tax. I have already pointed out the defects in the 
administration of this branch of the school moneys. The administra- 
tion of revenues for school purposes arising from local taxation, is 
still more defective than the administration of those arising from 
State taxation. The sheriff. is both the collecting and disbursing 
agent, not required to make any settlement by which it can be de- 
termined how much money he has collected during the year. But 
the settlements only show how much he is charged with, and how 
much ho has disbursed. Ho may have collected all, or he may have 
collected nono, at the time of his settlement. There should, I think, 
be a treasurer of school moneys in each county, with whom the sheriff 
should be bound to settle at stated periods, and to whom a certain 
amount of the local taxes should be paid at specified times, so that 
the teachers could easily and conveniently ascertain whether there 
were funds on hand tor their payment. 

The sheriff cannot always be conveniently found by teachers, and 
in many cases they suffer great delay and inconvenience on that ac- 
count, while a trsasurer would be more likely to be found at his place 
of business. 


TEACHERS’ NORMAL INSTITUTES. 


Hight of these institutes were held each year for tho last two years 
during tho summer vaeation, for а period of two weeks each, by two 
or more able and experienced educators, The attendance of teachers, 
though not as large as it should have been, yet the institutes have 
done much good in bringing the district school teachers in contact 
with each other, and with the conductors of the institutes, by which 
they are enabled to compare methods of imparting instruction, and to 
learn from their instructors the best means of conducting their own 
schools. One hundred dollars have been furnished by the general 
agent of the Peabody fund for each of these institutes, for the employ- 
ment ot prominent teachers to conduet them. 

The general suggestions for conducting these institutes will be 
found in my last biennial report.

The aid derived from the Peabody fund by the better class of our 
graded schools, has been of much benefit to. such schools in aiding 
them to continue in session much longer cach year than they would 
otherwise have been able todo. Many of our valuable teachers come 
from these schools. ' 


— 
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NORMAL 8CHOOLS. 


Our six Normal Schools have been in operation for the past two 
years as theretofore, but owing to the want of timely aid by the Leg- 
islature have been much crippled in their efficiency. The appropri- 
ations by the Legislature for the support of these schools should be 
made before-the commencement of the schools each year, во as to en- 
able the Board of Regents to make contracts with teachers for them 
with a certainty that their salaries would be paid as the services are 
rendered. For the past several years the appropriations for the pay-' 
ment of teachers' salaries has not been made till late in the session 
of the schools, and as thero is known to be considerable opposition to 
these sehools in several portions of the State, there are always some 
fears thav such appropriations may not be made at all. This uncer- 
tainty works groat injary to the success of these schools. But not- 
withstanding their crippled condition, growing out of these facts, 
they are still doing much good in advancing our educational interest. 

‘Nothing can be eubstituted for these schools. And I trust that the 
Legislature at its next session will make ample provision for them, 
and thus place them оп a?more substantial and successful footing in 
the future than they have been in the past. 


PRIVATE SCHOOLS. 


This subject does not fall legitimately under the control of the free 
school department, there has therefore never been any systematic in- 
quiry by shis office into the number of private schools'in this State, 
nor the number of children attending such schools. On this subject 
I find in the “ R:Bources of West Virginia," a very valuable work by 
М. Е. Maury, Fellow of the Geological Society of London, and Wm. . 
M. Fontaine, A. M., Professor of Natural History, &c., at the West 
Virginia University, prepared under the direction ofthe State Board ot 
Centennial Managers, the following valuable information on the sub- 
ject of ‘private schools: 

* In addition to the foregoing schools belonging to, and provided 
for, by the State, tho youth of West Virginia have educational advan- 
tages in many private and denominational institutions, among which 
may be mentioned the following, as among the most conspicuous: 

* Bethany College, located at Bethany, in Brooke County, and un- 
der the control of the Christian Church, was organized by the те- 
nowned Rev. Алех. Campbell. It is a literary college of high grade, 
and offers a liberal training to its pupils. Its buildings and grounds 
are fine and ample, its library and apparatus extensive, and its stu- 
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dents have bocome distinguished educators in this and other states. 

* Fleming College, at Flemington, Taylor County, was established 
ав а “Free Will Baptist," in 1868. ‘The course of study is largely of 
the normal character. During 1875, there were 70 pupils in attend- 
ance, | 

“ Storer College. chartered in 1868, received its name from the late 
John Storer, of Maine. who gave $10,000 towards its endowment. It 
is situated at Harper's Ferry, in Jefferson County. Itis only attend- 
ed by colored pupils. The school has an annual course of lectures on 
- scientific and other topics, and an excellent feature in its administra- 
tion is, that instruction is given in printing and industrial pursuits 
The course of study is academic and normal. The board of instruc- 
tion consists of a principal and nine assistants. The aggregate num- 
ber of pupils for the year onding June 1875, was 285. 

* Wheeling Female College, chartered in 1849, has been in excel- 
lent reputation many years, ands is the property of a joint stock com- 
pany. Tho building occupies a commanding position in the centre 
of Wheeling, is well furnished. and can accommodate a large number 
of boarding pupils. At present it has an enrolment of 100 pupils, a 
large number of whom reside in Wheeling. 

* The Doddridge Music and Art School, located on 12th street, in 
Wheeling, was established in 1874. Instruction is given in oil paint- 
ing, drawing and music. Number of pupils in 1876, 69. 

* Morgantown Female Seminary, in Monongalia County, was or- 
ganized in 1852, and has been in successful oporation since that time, 
enjoying an excellent reputation. 

* St. Alban's Seminary, in Kanawha County, was begun a few 
years ago, under the саге of the Baptist Church. and has an excellent 
reputation. There is also an Academy, at French Creek, in. Upshur 
County. Alsoa High School at Buckhannon, in Upshur County. 

“St. Joseph's Academy, in Wheeling, was opened September Ist, 
1865, by the ‘Sisters of St. Joseph,’ for girls and boys under 12 years 
old. The present attendance is 115 of the former, and 57 of the lat- 
ter. German is taught gratis, to children of German parentage. 
These Sisters also conduct St. Joseph’s Parish School, with 240 pu- 
pils, St. Alphonsus’, (German.) with 300 pupils, and a Parish and Or- 
phan Asylum School, with 260 pupils. Also, in Gratton, Taylor 
County, they teach a Parish School with 165 pupils; in Academy at 
Clarksburg, Harrison County, with 122 pupils, and one at Charles- 
ton, Kanawha County, with 88 pupils. "Total number of pupils 1,347. 
Number of teachers, ineluding those engaged solely in teaching mu- 
sic and language, 46. In these schools the boys and girls are taught 
separately. 
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“ Mount de Chantel, near Weeeling, controlled by the ‘Sisters of 
the Visitation,’ bas been in operation since 1864, and has done much 
valuable work. 

“ Commercial Schools—In Parkersburg, Charleston and Wheeling, 
business colleges have been organized, and are in successful operation. 
As a school of the highest type. of this class in the State, may be 
named the National Business College, in Wheeling. It is designed 
_ for the practical education of ladies, young men and boys, in business 
affairs. It embraces instruction in all departments of book-keeping, 
penmanship, arithmetic, spelling, commercial law, commercial corres- 
pondence, lectures and practical exercises.” 

WEST VIRGINIA UNIVERSITY.

In the samo work, I find the following relating to. the University : 

* This was designed to stand at the head of the literary institutions 
of the State, and-was located by the Legislature at Morgantown, in 
Monongalia County. The buildings are new, tasteful, spacious and 
well adapted to their purpose, consisting of a University hall, an ar- 
mory, and new central hall. The surroundings are favorable for 
student life.” 

The origin of this institution began in the grant of land made sev- 
eral years ago by the United States to most of the States ot' the Union, 
for the purpose of establishing agricultural colleges. The proceeds 
of the land serip thus given to West Virginia, was about $90,000. 
To this the State has since added about $20,000, thus furnishing the 
school a permanent fund of about $110,000, the income of which goes 
io meet the current expenses ofthe college. In addition to this fund 
the Lezislature has been accustomed to make special appropriations 
for its current expenses. From the outset the plan and scope of the 
eollego was made broad and liberal, assuming the features of a Uni- - 
versity. The departments of instruction embrace fhe literary, scien- 
tific, practical and experimental, agricultural and military. The 
United States furnishes arms and equipments, and also details an 
officer from the regular army, to teach military science, ќе, 

The various departments, as at present arranged, are as follows: 
. Philosophy and English Literature. 

. Astronomy and Physics. 

. Mathematics and Engineering. 

. Military Science and Tactics. 

. Modern Languages and Literature. 

. History, Political Economy and Belles Lettres. 
. Chemistry, Natural History and Agriculture. 


= 
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The University is in possession of the apparatus requisite for a 
thorough illustration of Chemistry and Physics, and its Museum con- 
tains extensive Mineralogical, Geological and Conchological Cabinets, 
together with many specimens in other departments of Natural His- 
tory. Its laboratory of Practical Chemistry is in operation, the in- 
struction at present being devoted chiefly to analysis, with its appli- 
cation to agricultere. Its library embraces about 4,000 volumes, 
which include not only valuable books of reference, but also standard 
works in the various departments of History, Biography, Theology, 
' Agriculture, Arts, Science and general Literature. In 1874-5 there 
were 150 students enrolled. This includes the preparatory class. 

This institution is under the control of a board of nine Regents, 
one from each judicial district of the State, who are appointed by the 
Board of the School Fund. The law provides that four cadets from 
each judicial district of the State, may be appointed to the military 
department. These enjoy all the privileges of the college, have all 
their books furnished them, and are exempt from any charges for 
tuition. 


STATE EDUCATIONAL ASSOCIATION. 


This Association held its annual session for the year 1875 at Point 
Pleasant in August of that year, and in August, 1876 in Moundsville. 

At each of these sessions the usual amount of business was trans- 
acted. Butas Тат not in possession of the proceedings of these 
two sessions of the association, I cannot give them in detail.

The specimens of pupils work were handsomely bound in 
cloth, in volumes in size corresponding to the amount of work 
produced by each school. There were about twenty-five vol- 
umes of this work. The pupils work of our State compared favor- 
ably -with similar work from other States 

In closing this my second biennial report, Таш happy to be able 
to report a marked progress in all the departments in our free school 
system. Since the commencement of my term of office, four years ago, 
the teachers have greatly improved in qualifications, the attendance 
at school has been much larger, the number of schools taught has 

-eonsiderably increased in the State, and the average length of the 
school term has perceptibly inereased - Much greater efficiency has 
been observed in the discharge of their duties by the sehool officers 
generally, and particularly by county superintendents. The finances 
of the schools have been disbursed more efficiently, and accounted 

7 for much more closely. In sbort, great progress has been made in 

the development of our free school system.
